iiscretion and judgment and grant the 
permit.. It also recites a recent decision 


of Judge M. Lassing, in which he held 
that even the building inspector, a su¬ 
bordinate of the Executive Board of 
Safety, had a right to exercise his dis¬ 
cretion and to grant or refuse permits to 
build. Therefore, the brief says: “It is 
monstrous’’ to permit the acts of an ex¬ 
ecutive board, such as the one which 
granted the permit for the construction 
of Hynicka’s theater, to be attacked col¬ 
laterally. The attorneys hold that if the 
decision against Hynieka stands, the re¬ 
sult will be “to overturn the universal 
and necessary rule, and to bring either 
confusion and uncertainty into the ad¬ 
ministration of government, both into the 
administration of government both state 
and municipal.”—CLARENCE E. RUNEY.
